NARBERTH WILL PROBABLY BE 

FORCED TO ABANDON PLAN 

TOR DAYLIGHT SAVING. 



It will probably be necessary for our 
Borough Council to repeal the ordinance 
providing* for daylight saving, which 
was to have gone into effect on March 
28. This action, if taken, will not be 
because the extra hour of daylight that 
we laid hoped to get, is any the loss 
desirable than it was last week or week 
before. 

Hut Xarberth's plan for daylight sav- 
ing was made, necessarily, contingent 
upon Philadelphia adopting the plan. 
Since the Daylight Saving Ordinance 
wns passed by Philadelphia City Coun- 
cil, it has been discovered that the lo- 
cal ordinance violates a State law, 
which fixes standard Eastern time for 
the State of Pennsylvania. So unless 
Congress passes a new daylight-saving 
law for the whole country, Philadelphia, 
Nnrberth and other Pennsylvania towns 
will have to abandon Ihe plan. 

But ordinance or no ordinance, there 
is no reason why anyone who wants to, 
can't get up an hour earlier, quit work 
an hour earlier — providing the boss is 
on your side and approving — get home 
earlier and put in an extra hour on the 
garden, the tennis courts, or the golf 
course. 

If the Philadelphia 'Council repeals ita 
ordinance, our Narberth Council will 
be called in special session and our lo- 
cal daylight-saving ordinance repealed.

No one 
likes to complain — but we'd be mighty 
poor stewards for the public in the 
administration of one of their most vital 
services if we did not put the matter 
squarely before them. 

We must have rates that will give us 
money enough to pay our bills for 
equipment and materials, assure our 
employees adequate wages, improve and 
extend the service, and permit the own- 
ers of the property to earn a decent 
return upon their investment. 

The service must be kept going and 
adequate rates are the only remedy for 
the situation.
